K ennedy has been denying newspaper stor­ 
ies lately, so he may deny this one. But 
in Hollywood recently, he had the movie 
moguls alm ost pop-eyed with his confid­ 
ential views on the outcome of the w a r 
and appeasement. In brief, he said that 
England was virtually defeated. 
A m bassador Kennedy went out to Cali­ 
fornia to visit YVilliam Randolph Hearst, 
and to consider a proposal by banking in­ 
terests th a t he join the H earst newspaper 
enterprises. 
While there Joe, who once 
headed the Keith-Albee-Orpheum Theatres 
and later Bathe, dropped in to see some of 
his old friends in Hollywood. 
At a private gathering of movie moguls 
he expounded these extraordinary views: 
1. T h a t England, although fighting 
heroically, 
faced 
overwhelming 
Odds, and the United States might 
as well re a l iz e that England was 
virtually defeated. 
2. T hat 
the

carefully limit its aid to Britain 
so as to gain time to become fully 
armed, in order to lie in a better 
position to do business with the 
Axis victors. 
3. T h a t Hollywood producers should 
stop m aking films offensive to the 
dictators. 
Kennedy also admonished his listeners 
to follow tho views of the Will Hays or­ 
ganization and heed the strictures of the 
Catholic Legion of D e c e n c y .

sized th a t great dam age was being suf­ 
fered by the Church as a result of the 
war. which was etnptjing t h e churches. 
His thesis was that the Church must seek 
peace as soon as possible.

cd 79 suicides before a protective 
fence was erected in 193 7. Since 
then only three persons have been 
able to make the plunge. 
An Ed itor Died There 
Suicides during the brief career 
of the Golden Gate bridge have 
included those of a wealthy news­ 
paper editor, a woman globe tr o t­ 
ter. 
a prominent educator and a 
retired army colonel. 
Automobiles are not allowed to 
stop on the mile-long span even 
for sightseeing. 
Not infrequently 
a parked car has attracted patrol­ 
men who either by persuasion or 
quick physical action could pre­ 
vent the leap.
